An Irish ICIol. 

Cork, Oct. 31. -When tho decision in, 
tho O'Brien appeal case was announced 
the spectators jumped up and dennouoed 
i he magistrate. An indescribable uproar 
ensued and many exciting scenes wore 
enacted. O'Brien was present, and after 
tho court ^avc its decision the people 
tried to prevent the police from taking 
O'Brien into custody. Mr. Harrington 
contended that tltc authorities were not 
entitled to imprison his cliotit until the 
court's last report had boon appealed. A 
terrible struggle took place in the court- 
room, and in the passage leading from the 
eourt-rooin between O'Brien and the po- 
lice. The former resented his arrest and 
fought the pulico with all his strength. 
I'he ladies present added to the uproar 
with their screams and several swooned 
away. O'Brien was finally lodged in jail. 
There was an immense crowd outside the 
court building and the news of the confir- 
mation of the sentence and llis arrest 
drove llu- crowd almost to frenzy with 
rage. It is estimated that fully twenty 
thousand people were assembled in and 
around the court-house. The greatest ex- 
citemeut prevails in Mitchellfltown. The 
pie are parading the streets denounc- 
ing the outrage, and a conflict between 
i he tnob and t he police is momentarily 
expected. 

When the court adjourned O'Brien at- 
tempted to leave the room in order to 
speak to some friends, but. the inspector 
refused to allow him to do so, O'Brien 
insisted ii)iini his rights aud had a hard 
struggle with the police who prevented 
him. Air. Harrington, after assisting his 
friend, returned to the solicitors' table and 
said, "O'Brien " ill not be legally arrested 
as no warrant for his arrest has been 
jigtied." The recorder sided with Har- 
rington and said O'Brien should go. 
Magistrate Stooks who had sat on on the 
bench during the hearing of the appeal 
shouted to the inspector not to let the 
prisonet go, saying, "1 will be responsi- 
ble I'm' the consequences. " Harrington 
now called out: "This is how justice is 
done and judges authority donated." 
Cries uf "Let him out:" resounded 
from all parts of the court room. A 
lietce struggle ensued between the people 
and the police who were guarding ( 1'Brien. 
Meanwhile the magistrates signed the 
warrant for his arrest and produced it. 
O'Brien was then removed to tho rear of 
i he court house where he was retained in 
custody by the police. 

O'ltrien Ovnted. 

The streets were literally packed with 
people to-day when William O'ltrien ar- 
rived in the custody of the police. A 
strong police force fully armed was 
placed in the v'cinity of the prison topre- 
venl any attack on the prisoner's escort 
and a force equally strong was stationed 
alioul the railway station. O'ltrien re- 
fused to leave the car voluntarily when 
the train arrived here and compelled the 
police to use force. He was accompanied 1 
to prison by the mayor of Cork and fol- 
lowed by a tremendous crowd. The : 
vice-chairman of the pour guardians! 
attempted to make a speech but 
t be police prohibited him from 
doing so nl the point selected by him. He 
therefore removed to another place fol- ' 
lowed by the crowd and delivered bis ad- 
dress without molestation. The crowd 
then paraded the streets singing " (Jod 
sa\ o I reland. "

O. Franck 
nerly agent of the Cuimrd steam- 
i here, was arrested in a civil pro- 
yesterday and locked up in Lud- 
low-streot jail, having been unable to lind 
bail. The proceedings were conducted 
with great privacy. The suit is brought 
by Sir Bache Cunard to recover no loss 
than §3,000,000, which he alleges Franck- 
I lyn wrongfully converted to his own use. 
'i'he §3,000,000 .all represents personal 
property which belonged to Sir Bache. 
Francklyn was the halter's American 
agent for years, us well as agent for the 
j steamship line, and had sole management 
of his large interests in this country. 

The arrest grew out of the alleged "call 
loan" of the Horn Silver mining company, 
which is for §048,6(57. Francklyn is held 
responsible for this, lie is a cousin of Sir 
Bache Cunard. The directors of the 
Horn Silver mining company will push 
then- claim against Francklyn for the 
call loan. It is known that Francklyn 
sold Sir Bache Cunard 25,000 shares of 
the Horn Silver mining stock at about S17 
a share, and incidentally it is stated that 
at that time Francklyn had borrowed all 
the available assets of the company. The 
stock, mainly through Francklyil's finan- 
cial operations, had .1 ropped to 75 cents a 
share. It has been known in Wall street, 
for many months that Francklyn was in 
financial straits. llis notes have been 
haw ked about at ruinous discounts, but 
few have had the hardihood to buy them.

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L'AMI MACDONALD. 

Mu\ Q'Eell's new book, "L'Aini MaW 
donald," is very pleasantly written. It 
yivesmnny interesting Scotch anecdotes, 
and is kfienly appreciative of thy Scotch 
character, Many of the anecdotes hit 
somewhat hardly, but they are nut record- 
ed in malice, and will he read with inter- 
est, no doubt, by those who have not an 
opportunity of Busing the book, so we give 
a few for the benefit of our readers. 

A friend of M. O'ltell, an English pro- 
fessor, had beei entrusted with a young 
.Scotch student of good promise, whom he 
had accompanied to Bruemar for combined 
reading and relaxation. By a deplorable 
accident the pupil was drowned. Of course 
the Professor was profoundly moved, the 
more so as lie felt that lie was in a meas- 
ure responsible, am i he dreaded the scene 
which he prefigured when the father 
should arrive. 

"A dispatch was sent to the father, who 
came the next .lay. My friend met him at 
the station. His relief was great when the 
bereaved parent said: 'The Lord hath 
given and the Lord hath taken away. 
Blessed he the name of the Lord.' Then 
lie added: 'This sublime reflection is 
found in the Book of J oh, chapter the 1st, 
verse 21. Hut stop— is it» verse 21 of verse 
22/ I am almost sure it is 21.' My friend 
could not he possitive about it, and they 
discussed the Book of Job all the way to 
the house where the body of the young 
collegian lay. On arriving do not suppose 
that the Scotchman ran to press a fare- 
well kiss upon his son's brow. He throw 
himself upon a Bible which he saw upon 
a table. He turned the leaves rapidly, 
stopped at the tirst chapter of the Book of 
Job, and casting a triumphant look upon 
the professor, cried: -Verse 21, sir. I told 
you so. ' 

"The following is rather a malicious il- 
lustration, but is quoted as current in the 
"land o' cakes.' Says Donald to Duncan — 
Have you heard that Sandy McNab has 
got six mouths in jail for stealing a com ! 
.Nays Duncan to Donald -McNab was a 
goose: .lust as il he couldn't have bought 
the cow and then not paid for her.' 

"This, says Max, is the Scotchman's 
daily prayer: 'Ob Lord, grant that to- 
day 1 may take in nobody, and thut no- 
body may take me m. Hut if, Oh Lord, 
thou canst only accede me one of these 
favors, grant that nobody may take me 
in.' And 'lit? has to be very clever indeed 
who succeeds in taking in friend Donald.' 

"The Scutch honesty is fully recogniz- 
ed by our author, and his exactness; 'he 
rarely makes a mistake at his figures; but 
it by chance an error does escape him, it 
is he who Buffers by it. ' And again: 'The 
honesty of Donald is all t he more admira- 
ble because he is convinced, tit the bottom 
of his Scotch soul, that he will go to heav- 
en whatever be does. For it must be ad- 
mitted that there is nothing so dangerous 
as a Christian who knows that one day he 
will be pardoned much.' This honesty is 
perhaps also a little calculated, if one may 
judge by the following anecdote: A brave 
father of a family feeling death approach, 
called to his sou to give him his last in- 
structions. 'Donald,' said he, 'if you 
want to succeed in this w orld be honoBt. 
Rest assured that, m business honesty is 
the best of policy. You can believe mo, 
Donald, for I have tried both ways.' 

"The following anecdote, told by Dr. 
Norman Macleod, is eited as illustrating 
the Scotch practicality; "One day ho was 
in a boat on a Highland lake, when a 
severe storm came up. He was accom- 
panied by a Scotch minister of diminutive 
frame, he himself being of massive physi- 
que. The little minister, alarmed by the 
danger, proposed that all in the boat 
should address themselves to prayer. 
"Na, na," replied the boatman. "The 
little man may pray, but if we are to be 
saved, the big man must take the oars.' " 
~"A tourist, shortly after Sir Walter 
Scott's death, made a pilgrimage to Ab- 
botsfurd. Returning to Melrose he enter- 
ed a hotel to rest and refresh himself. 
Much moved by his visit he spoke to the 
hotel-keeper, observing that the death of 
the great man was a terrible loss to the 
country. 'Alas, sir,' replied the Boniface 
with deep emotion, it is a heavy loss to 
us. Sir Walter used tr, yet all his whiskey 
here.' 

"The following example of a free 
church minister's prayers was related to 
M. O'Rell by a Scotchman who said he 
had heard it himself ill Ids youth: 'Lord, 
protect us against the cholera which at 
this moment is making such terrible rav- 
ages at Glasgow; vouchsafe wisdom to the 
physicians of that city; give them health 
also, especially .lames Macpherson, who 
is getting old and is not rich enough to 
pay a substitute. And you, my dear 
brethren, commit no imprudence; keep 
yourselves warm, for that is essential; 
cover yourselves with Manuel. If you have 
none go to the store of Donald Anderson, 
He has just received from London a com- 
plete assort mi ni of the best ilniinols, 
which he sells very cheaply. 1 bought 
some from him for a shilling a yard, anil 
am perfectly satisfied with "it. Donald An- 
derson's stoiv in 22 Lanark street. Don't 
go elsewhere. 

"An old Scotchman, feeling himself 
dying, hail assembled his family round his 
bed. 'I haw called you all,' he said, 'that 
you may hoar my last wishes. I leave my 
house and its dependencies to my son 
Donald. I leave him also in}' live stock.' 
'Poor father is keeping his faculties to 
the very last,' said Donald to his neigh- 
bor. 'As lo my personal property, I de- 
sire to sbaie il equally between' here 
the dying man's voicu failed. He n 
last effort to .spoil!,, but in vain 
went nearer to him. lb- was dead. 'Pool 
father, said Donald, 'be is gone just a 1 
the moment when bis mind began lo wan 
dor.
